WHEREAS, the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, a body politic and 
corporate and a public instrumentality, acting in accordance with Chapter 79 
of the General Laws and Chapter 354 of the Acts of 1952, did, under date of

Montgomery Road in the City of Westfield. 

The easterly end of the express toll highway taking is described 
as follows: Beginning at the point of ending of the hereinbefore described 
northerly location line, said point being on the aforesaid easterly street 
line of Lockhouse Road, and extending thence by said street line south 
25°-49 l -Q0 n east 41.66 feet and thence south 20°-43 , -00 w east 390.29 feet 
to the point of ending of the hereinbefore described southerly location line. 

The location lines of the section of express toll highway hereby 

located are further defined by bounds set thereon at angle points, points of 

curvature, and at the westerly and easterly ends of the taking hereinbefore 

described, and also at intermediate points on said location lines as follows: 

On the northerly location line of the aforesaid express toll highway

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On the southerly location line of the aforesaid express toll highwa y 
at points opposite station 3 + 00.00, station 43 + 50.00, IMfCTTCy^flfti ll, 
station 68 + 84.88, station Qk + 00.00, station 110 + 00.00, station 125 + 00.00, 
station 155 + 25.00, and station 175 + 00.00 of the eastbound base line herein- 
before described and as shown on the plan hereinbefore referred to; also on 
said southerly location line at a point bearing south jjoo-lk' -10" west and 
125.29 feet distant from station 189 + 26. 51 of said eastbound base line and 
as shown on said plan. 

Access to, and egress from, the express toll highway is restricted, 
being permitted across the location and taking lines, hereinbefore described, 
only at the places, for the purposes and under the conditions hereinafter 
specified : 

Access to, and egress from, said express toll highway is allowed, 
subject to payment of tolls and to rules and regulations of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority, across the lines defining the westerly and easterly ends 
of the taking as hereinbefore described. 

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and 
operation of the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, it is 
necessary to alter the line* and grades of a portion of Montgomery Road, 
so-called, in the City of Westfield, County of Hampden, said alterations 
being in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 354 of the Acts of 1952. 

The taking for this purpose (hereinafter referred to as the 
Montgomery Road taking) is for widening and changing the grade and align- 
ment of Montgomery Road in the City of Vestf ield so as to accommodate the 
same to the design of a grade separation at the intersection of said road 
with the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, and consists of two 
sections, one being north of, and abutting the northerly location line of 
the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, and the other being 
south of, and abutting the southerly location line of the express toll 
highway, hereinbefore described. 
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The taking for the alteration of Montgomery Road is more fully 

described as follows: 

The auxiliary base line for said alteration begins at a point In 
Montgomery Road, bearing north 22°-19 , -00 tl west and 429.29 feet distant 
from station 137 / 19.57 of the westbound base line of the express toll 
highway hereinbefore described, said point being northerly of the northerly 
location line of the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, and said 
point being shown on a plan hereinafter referred to as station 5/00.00 
of said auxiliary base line.

14 / 00.00 of the auxiliary base line of Montgomery Road, hereinbefore 
described; thence extends south 67°-41 , -00" west 49,5 feet to a point 
bearing south 67 o -41 , -00 ,, west, 24.75 feet distant from said station 
14 / 00.00; thence extends north 25°-34 , -57«* west 255.30 feet to a point

leaving said southerly location line south 15°-52»-00" east 278.00 feet to 
a point bearing north 72°-53 , -00» east and 35.62 feet distant from the 
point of ending of said auxiliary base line "B* shown on the aforesaid plan 
as station 55 / 99.32, thence (crossing West Road) south 72°-53 , -00" west 
68.00 feet to a point bearing south 72°-53 f -00" west and 32.38 feet distant 
from said station 55 / 99.32, thence north r^-lS'-OO" west 130.94 feet

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and 
operation of the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, it is deemed 
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distant from station 137 / 75.15 of said eastbound base line; thence extends along 
said southerly location line south 83°-34 , -14" east 23.10 feet, thence south 
66 -19 f -54 B east 74-. 78 feet, thence in an easterly direction by a curve to the 
right of 4690.00 feet radius 20.00 feet to the point of beginning above described. 

The lines defining the aforesaid Montgomery Road taking are further 
defined by bounds set at angle points and points of curvature. 

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and operation 
of the express toll highway hereinbefore described, it is deemed necessary to 
relocate a portion of West Road to accommodate the same to the design of a 
grade separation at its intersection with said express toll highway; also to 
relocate a portion of Reservoir Road, so-called, to connect the same with 
said relocated West Road and also to alter the street lines and grades of 
said Roads to conform to said grade separation. 

To accomplish the foregoing, certain land and/or rights therein 

are hereby taken, the land taking area involved thereby comprising two 

sections; the first section being located northerly of and abutting the 

northerly location line of the express toll highway, and the second section 

being located southerly of and abutting the southerly location line of said 

express toll highway. 

An auxiliary base line "B" for the above sections begins at a 
point in the existing roadway of West Road about 260 feet northerly 
(measured at right angles) from the hereinbefore described northerly 
location line of the express toll highway, said point being shown on 
plan as station 45 / 84.31, thence said auxiliary base line "B" extends 
south 29°-41 , -30" west 168.40 feet, thence south l8°-l8«-22 n east 846.61 
feet to a point in said existing roadway about 265 feet southerly 
(measured at right angles from the hereinbefore described southerly 
location line of the express toll highway), said point being shown on 
plan as station 55 / 99.32. 

Note: Station 50 / 00 of said auxiliary base line "B ,r is identical with 
station 53 / 96.47 of the hereinbefore described westbound baseline. 

The taking line of the aforesaid first section begins at a 
point on the aforesaid northerly location line of the express toll 
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necessary to relocate a water pipe line of the City of WestfieH Water Depart- 
ment, which line, as relocated, is to extend parallel to and 10 feet 
southerly from the hereinbefore described southerly location line of the 
express toll highway, between station 53 / 50 £ and station 59 / 00 £ of the 
hereinbefore described eastbound base line. 

To accomplish the foregoing, certain land is hereby taken by the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, being designated on the plan hereinafter 
referred to as Parcels No, 9A and No. 13B, 

The taking area for said land consists of two sections, the first 
section (comprising parcel No. 9A) being westerly of and abutting the 
existing westerly street line of West Road and also abutting said southerly 
location line of the express toll highway, and the second section (comprising 
parcel No. 13B) being easterly of and abutting the easterly street line of 
West Road, as relocated and described herein, and also abutting said southerly 
location line of the express toll highway. 

The taking line for the first section is more fully described 
as follows;

Said parcel No. 13 B (comprising the area of said second section) 
is supposed to be owned by Joseph W. Boisseau, and contains about 0.16 
of an acre. 

The above taking lines of section No. 1 and Section No. 2 are 
further defined by bounds set thereon at angle points and the beginning 
and end thereof. 

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and 
operation of the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, it is 
deemed necessary to relocate a portion of Twiss Street in the City of 
Westfield. 

The taking for this purpose (hereinafter referred to as the 
Twiss Street taking) is for establishing a new location for a portion of 
Twiss Street, southerly of the express toll highway, hereinbefore 
described. 

The taking for the relocation of Twiss Street is more fully 
described as follows; 

The taking line for said relocation begins at a point on the 
southerly location line of the express toll highway hereinbefore described, 
said point bearing south 34°-07 , -12» west, 150.00 feet distant from 
station 194 / 68.03 of the main base line n k v of the express toll highway, 
hereinbefore described; thence extends south l -^ 1 -^" east 100.00 feet 
to a point bearing south 34 -07 I -I2 ,, west 231.31 feet distant from station 
195 / 26.24 of the said main base line "A"; thence extends south 
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73°-12 , ~QQ ,f east 155.55 feet to a point bearing south 34 o -07 , -12" west 185.00

The taking line for said Twiss Street relocation is further defined 
by bounds set thereon at angle points, points of curvature, at the begi n ni n g 
and end thereof. 

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and 
operation of the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, it is 
necessary to relocate a portion of Moose Meadow Brook, so-called, on land 
outside the limits of said express toll highway taking, for which purpose 
permanent easements are hereby taken in behalf of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority in two parcels of land adjoining the southerly side of said 
express toll highway taking and designated on the plan hereinafter referred 
to as Parcels DE-1 and DE-2. Said easements consist of the right to enter 
on said land at any time to perform such work thereon as necessary to 
relocate said brook; the right also being hereby taken to maintain and 
operate said brook as relocated. The boundary line of said Parcel DE-1, 
within which the aforesaid easement taken therein is confined, is described 
as follows: Beginning at a point on the hereinbefore described southerly

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and 
operation of the express toll highway hereinbefore described, it is 
necessary to construct structures and/or ditches for drainage purposes 
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outside the limits of the express toll highway taking, hereinbefore described, 
and perform other necessary work appurtenant thereto. 

To accomplish the foregoing a permanent easement is hereby taken 
in behalf of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority in a parcel of land 
adjoining the southerly side of said express toll highway taking, and 
designated on the aforesaid plan as Parcel DE-3. Said easement consists of 
the right to enter on said land at any time to construct thereon, and 
maintain and use, drainage structures and/or ditches to drain the aforesaid 
express toll highway. The boundary line of said parcel, within which said 
easement is confined, is described as follows t Beginning at a point on the 
hereinbefore described southerly location line of said express toll highway,

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair and 
operation of the express toll highway hereinbefore described, it is necessary 
to relocate a portion of Powder Mill Brook, so-called, on land outside the 
limits of the express toll highway taking, hereinbefore described, for 
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which purpose permanent easements are hereby taken In behalf of the Massachus- 
etts Turnpike Authority in four parcels of land designated on the aforesaid 
plan as parcels DE-5, D&-5 A , DE-5 B and DE-6. Parcels DE-5, BE-5 A and D£-5 B 
adjoin the northerly side of said express toll highway taking and Parcel 
DE-6 adjoins the southerly side thereof. Said easements consist of the 
right to enter on said land at any time to perform such work thereon as 
necessary to relocate said brook j the right also being hereby taken to 
maintain and operate said brook as relocated. The boundary line of said 
parcel DE-5 within which the aforesaid easement taken therein is confined 
is described as follows:

WHEREAS, the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, a body 
politic and corporate and a public instrumentality, under date of 
June 9, 1955, for the purpose of constructing, icaifttalnir.g, repair-
